1  lie  misfortunes  of  St.  Uo- 
nitngo  were  alto  objects  which  attract- 
ed tlie  humanity  and  benificence  of 
America  to  the  people  of  that  colony, 
and  to  ihe  go\e  nment  of  the  Repub 
lie  (O  which  they  were  in  fubordina- 
tion  i'luy  were  attended  to  with 
real  fym,»achy.  and  alleviated  by  ev- 
i  )  fi  iendly  affiltance  which  its  inha- 
bitants  retjuired  at  our  hands.  Pro- 
-v.iio.is  c  e  granted  in  abundance,, 
lai  ge  contribution!  were  made  io  thofe 
•v  ho  had  tied  t  >  oar  country  for  fafe- 
ty,  from  one  end  of  the  continent  to 
the  other,  and  every  decent  refpect 
<werepaid  therri,  which  cuuld  eithei 
h<£  inspired  by  private  misfortune  oi 
public  friendlhip  towards  the  mother 
Country. 

H  y.vevcr  onwoithily  the  rhe  United
